Secretary of State. 


PHILIP COOK DES 
FARLY ON TUESDAY 


Prominent Georgian Had 
Served for Many Vears as 
Secretary of State, an Of- 
‘fice His Father Had Once 
Held. 


Philip Cook, secretary of state since 
1898, one of the most popular and be- 
loved men in Georgia, and prominent 
in state politica for years, died sud- 
denly this morning at his home, 310 
East Linden street. 

His death, which was totally unex- 
pected, is supposed to have been caused 
by heart failure. While Mr. Cook had 
been ill recently, he was apparently 
in good health Monday, when he was 
at his office, and attended to all the 
duties of his position. 

There was no man in Georgia who 
was better known, and no man who 
had a stronger hold on the affections 
of the people of this state. He had 
been re-elected time after time, and 
the size of his vote was ample evidence 
of his political strength. The news 
of his death will be a source of sor- 
row in thousands of Georgia homes. 

Held Office 20 Years. 

He had been secretary of state for 
twenty years, having been elected to 
this office in 1898. 

He was the son of General Philip 
Cook, who was a soldier for five years 
in the confederate army,. was four 
years in the state senate, ten years in 


congress and four .years secretary ot 


state, making twenty-three years of 
public-service. 

‘He died in 1894, and after Mien 
Sandler had held the position of secre- 
tary of state for four years and was 
elected governor, young Philip Cook 
succeeded him. 

Was 60 Years Old. 

Secretary Cook, who was 60 years 
old, is survived by four sons, Philip, 
Charlie, Arthur and Lawrence Cook: 
three daughters, Misses Minnie and 
Roberta and Mrs. Lee Clark, of Lin- 
dale, Ala., and one sister, Mrs. W. L. 
Peel. His wife died several years ago. 

The funeral arrangements had not 
been made at an early hour this morn- 
ing. 

The home of Secretary Cook had 
been in the fourth ward for a number 
of years, but recently when the great 
fire swept Atlanta his residence had

ACCUSED WERE FOUND 
IN HANDSOME SUITES 


All Claim, French Citizen- 

ship, But Both American 
and French Authorities 
Say They Are Agents of 
the Kaiser. 


New York, March 18.— Four persons 
claiming French citizenship, but who 
both American and French authorities 
say have been intimately connected 
with German espionage activities in 
the United States, were arrested today 
in -handsomely-appointed suites in 
prominent hotels, by agents of the de- 
partment of justice. They will be 
turned over to immigration authori- 
ties- for deportation to France, where 
it is expected they will be prosecuted. 

The four spy suspects have been un- 
der surveillance for several weeks, but 
not until two of them, a woman styling 
herself Madame Despina Davidvotich 
Storch, and associate, designated as 
Barone Henri de, Beville, departed for 
Cuba one week ago, after a mysteri- 
our two-day junket to Washington, did 
the authorities consider their appre- 
hension advisable. 

The other two suspects are known 
as Madame Elizabeth Charlotte Nix 
and Count Robert de Clairmont. Count 
de Clairmont, the authorities say, was 
frequently*seen in the company of Ed- 
mund Rousselot Castillo, erstwhile $15- 
a-week telephone clerk, who, posing 
as the Marquis de Castillot, opened ne- 
gotiations with J. P. Morgan & Co. sev- 
eral weeks ago for a loan of $50,000,000 
for King Alfonso of Spain, of whom be 
claimed to be a personal representa- 
tive.

History of Four Suspects.

“Madame Storch, also known 
Madame Nezie, Madame Hesketh and 
Baroness de Beville, claims to have 
been born in Constantinople 23 years 
ago. She married Paul Storch, a 
Frenchman, from whom she was di- 
vorced in 1912. She was a ‘familiar 
figure in fashionable hotels of London, 
Madrid. Lisbon and at the Waldorf and 
Biltmore in New York city. 

‘She has claimed intimate associa- 
tion with very prominent officials of 
foreign governments.” At the Savoy 
hotel, in London, she is known to have 
been in the company of a prominent 
British official on numerous occasions. 
It was during this time that authori- 
ties first became interested in her ac- 
tivities. 

“Madame Storch was next located in 
Madrid in association. with officials of 
the German secret service. | 

“Though Madame Storch’s living ex- 
penses were approximately $1,000 
monthly since coming here in April, 
1916, her explanations of the sources 
of her income have been unsatisfactory. 
She admits having received $3,000 from 
an official of a foreign government 
just prior to coming here, and has sub- 
sequently received three remittances of 
31,000 each, which, she claims, were 
loans from ‘friends.’ 

“While living in Madrid with Baron 
de Beviile, in 1915, they were accused

London, March 18.— The supreme 
war council of the allies issued a 
statement tonight condemning Ger- 
man political crimes against the Rus- 
sian and the Rumanian peoples and 
refusing to acknowledge Germany's 
peace treaties with them, and also de- 
claring: 

“We are fighting, and mean to con- 
tinue, in order to finish once for all 
with this policy of plunder and estab- 
lish in ite place the peaceful reign of 
organized justice.” 

The protest concludes: 

“Peace is loudly advertised, but un- 
der the disguise of verbal professions 
lurk the brutal realities of war and the 
untempered rulg of lawless force, 
Peace treaties such as these we do not 
and cannot acknowledge. Our own 
ends are very different. We are fight- 
ing, and mean to continue to fight, 
in order to finish once for all with this 
policy of plunder and to establish in 
its place the peaceful reign of or- 
ganized justice. * 

“As incidents. of this long war un- 
roll themselves before our eyes, more 
and more clearly do we perceive that the 
battles for freedom fre everywhere in- 
terdependent; that no separate enu- 
meration of them is needed and that 
in every case the single, but all suffi- 
cient, appeal is to justice and right.

French airmén, the statement de- 
clares, bombed hospital establishments 
at Le Thour (north of Rheiums.)

“Army Group of the German Crown 
Prince and Genéral von Gallwitz: Be- 
tween the Oise and the Aisne north of 
Rheims and in isolated sectors in 
Champagne the artille fire was re- 
vived, continuing throughout the day. It 
was more intense on both banke of the 
Meuse. ) 
“Army Group of Duke Albrecht: On 
the Lorraine front and in the middle 
Vosges the artillery fighting was ac- 
tive temporarily. 

9 the whole front the aerial ac- 
tivity was very marked,” the statement 
reads: “The French bombed hospital es- 
tablishments at Le Thour, which were 
clearly recognizable as such. Yester- 
day we shot down twenty-two enemy 
airplanes and two captive balloons. In 
February the losses of the enemy. aerial 
forces on the German front amounted to 
eighteen captive balloons and 188 air- 
nlanes. Fifty-nine of these airplanes 
fell behind our lines and the remainder 
beyond the enemy positions. In aerial 
encounters we lost sixty-one airplanes 
and three ¢aptive balloons.”

New York, March 18.—(By Associated

JUDGE SPEER UPHOLDS 
ARMY CAMP ZONE ACT 


Court Rules That Federal Gov- 
ernment Has Authority to 
Protect Soldiers. 


Macon, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)— 
In the United States district court here 
today Judge Emery Speer upheld the 
validity of the military act prohibiting 
the operation of a lewd house within 
five miles of an army. camp, when he 
overruled the demurrer of counsel for | 
Charles E. Brunner, proprietor of tor 
Brown house, charged with violation of 
the act. 

Brunner had asked for dismissal of 
the indictment against him on the 
ground that the military act is uncon- 
stittuional; that congress had no power 
to pass such a law, and that the case 
was strictly within the jurisdiction of 
the state courts and that the federal 
government had no power to try cases 
of that character except when they are 
committed on government property. 

In overruling the demurrer, Judge 
Speer held that the federal government 
has power to declare war, enact laws 
for raising an army and carrying on 
the war, and it also has authority to 
adopt laws for the protection of its 
soldiers from degrading and debasing 
influences. 

The introduction of testimony show- 
ing that women of immoral character 
had frequented the Brown house was 
begun, but it will require at least four 
days to complete the trial. 

There was some wrangling today 
over George S. Riley, former chief of 
police, who is one of the witnesses in 


the case. Mr. Riley was unable to be 
present, but the court finally decided 
to admit his testimony, given before 
the commissioner, that while chief of 
police he had been repeatedly appealed 
to by Brunner to aid him in keeping 
immoral women out of his hotel. 

The case of W. E. Chester, clerk of 
the Brown house, indicted jointly with 
Brunner, was separated from that of 
Brunner at the request of the defense.

A HANDICAP TO PROGRESS. 

The Georgia law prescribing the method 
under which public bonds may be voted is a 
millstone round the state's neck, and a 
pernicious handicap in the way of the 
state’s development. 

This constitutional limitation prevents 
any political subdivision of the state, or the 
state itself, from issuing bonds without the 
sanction of two-thirds of those whose names 
appear on the registration books made up for 
the last general election, regardless of the 
number of votes cast for and against the 


bond proposal voted upon! 

It is obvious that this proscription de- 
feats many worthy efforts to issue bonds 
for school, highway or other public improve- 
ments, because all citizens who were quali- 
fied to vote at the last general election, 
who have subsequently died, been sent to 
prison or an asylum, who have joined the 


through lack of interest or by willful intent, 
absent themselves from the polls, are 
counted as negativing the proposal. 

It easily might happen, in fact, that one- 


would be names of non-voters at the bond 
election, in which case the bond issue pro- 
posal would be defeated, even if every vote 
cast were cast in favor of it! 

The Constitution a few days ago pub- 
lished a letter from a Carroll county citizen 
to the effect that his county wanted to 
issue bonds for highway improvements, that 
the present voters were generally in favor 
of it, but that the prime movers in the 
matter had become convinced that it would 
be useless to put the county to the expense 
of an election, for the reason that on the 
registration books of the county there are 
names of a sufficient number of absentees 
men who are dead, or who have moved 
away, or who would otherwise be absent 
from the polls—to nullify the votes of those 
who could be relied upon to vote favorably 
to the proposal. Therefore, no bond elec- 


tion is to be held in Carroll county, even 


though the prepohderance of the existing 
sentiment of the — is for bonds and 
better roads! 

A ‘similar situation exists in Forsyth 
county, as is presented in the following 
-ommunication from J. Ed Puett, of Cum- | 
ming, Ga.: 


Editor Constitution: Forsyth county

Is there any: pos- 
sible danger in it? Certainly not! 

Georgia is the only state in the ‘union 
with this Old Man of the Sea handicap 
around its neck. 

It is absurd that men who are dead or, 
moved away, or who for any other reason 
are absent from the polls, or who are too 
indifferent to the welfare of their communi- 
ty, even to cast a ballot, should be permitted 
to stay the state’s progress. 

Let the twothirds vote stand—nobody 
objects to that—but make it two-thirds of 
those who vote, and not of those who were 
registered for the last general election. 


THE COST OF DELAY. 
While we hesitate on the brink of a con- 
clusion as to whether or not the proposal 
of Japan to intervene in the Russian situa- 
tion with an armed force, Germany, as was 


to be expected, is losing no time in realiz- 
ing on its Russian asset. The enemy is 
turning every hour into golden account. 

A Tokio dispatch states that the Ger- 
mans are trying to organize “two army 


one of which is being secretly organized 
at Irkutsk, in Siberia; and that “two cav- 
alry corps” also are being formed there. 

Concurrently London reports that “Ger. 
man officers hav® been ‘invited’ to organize 
an army in Ukraine.” 

With Russia in a state of hopelessness 
so far as its efficacy on the side of the na- 
tions opposing Prussianism is concerned— 
in fact, in such a state of abject prostration 
at the feet of the Hun that it can be consid- 
ered by the allies as nothing less than a foe 
—Japan is equipped, mobilized, ready and 
eager to intervene and throw its great 
strength against the common enemy through 
Siberia. It is only pausing through the cour- 
tesy of nations, waiting for the approval of 
its proposed course by the countries with 


Teutons, which approval, for some reason 
which the public does not understand, has 
thus far been withheld. 

And while we procrastinate and Japan 
waits, the Hun is recruiting additional and 
tremendous strength in the territory in 
which the Japanese first would strike! 

And while we hesitate for reasons not 
known to the lay citizen, history is repeat- 
ing itself in Ukraine, whose people, on their 
knees, are “inviting” Germany to organize 
an army there, precisely as did Turkey and 
Bulgaria in the earlier stages of the war! 

Yet, in the face of all of that, we wait, 
while the pro-German press is clamorously 
and ingidiously counseling and spreading 
the German propaganda to influence a de- 
nial of Japan’s intervention request! 


from Siberia and Ukraine only go to indicate 
how .costly to the forces opposed to Prus- 
slanism even a day of unnecessary delay at 
this time might be. 


HOME-GARDEN MUSIC. 


There are songs to home-gardens, and 
prose-poems without number; and we gath-

HEALTH TALKS 


PAINFUL ARM. 

It ig notorious that the location of a 
pain is misleading to the sufferer. For 
example, pain in the back practically never 
signifies kidney trouble, and pain in the 
“pit of the stomach” generally accompanies 
other than stomach trouble, such as appen- 
dictis, gallstones, uremia from kidney dis- 
ease, angina pectoris (heart disease}. So 
it is with pain in the arm. Here are a few 
of the conditions which pop up in a doctor's 
mind, like the tabs on a cash register, when 
a patient comes complaining of pain in 
the arm: 


Sub-acromial bursitis (inflammation of a 
little pad or sac just under the point of 
shoulder), éxcessive fatigue or strain from 
various occupations entailing use of the 
arms in a strained position, inflammation of 
the bone substance of the humerus, aneurism 
of one of the large arteries in the upper 
chest, tumor in the neck or upper chest, 
tuberculosis or other disease of the bones 
of the upper spine, angina pectoris (heart 
disease) with pain referred down left arm 
to fingers, cervical rib (a rudimentary rib 
in the neck above the first rib pressing upon 
the large trunk of nerves which supplies the 
arm and upper chest), squeezing of this 
,Same trunk or plexus between the head of 
“the humerus and the ribs in round shoulders. 
The last condition sometimes induces actual 
neuritis in the upper arm or in the forearm. 

“Rheumatism” and “neuralgia” are the 
meaningless names usually applied to all of 


these conditions by the victims or by their 
friends. 


Besides the figures already tabulated on 
the cash register, occasional causes of arm 
pain are sarcoma (galloping cancer) of the 
humerus, usually in young persons, loco- 
motor ataxia, gallstones, and finally an ob- 
vious neuritis of the brachial plexus or one 
of its branches in the arm—obvious in that 
muscle flaccidity, weakening and wasting 
with similar atrophy or thinning and gloss, 


ing of the skin are > unfailing indications of 
neuritis. 


In order to make a real effort at a cor- 
rect diagnosis of arm pain it is essential to 
examine the patient with at least the upper 
part of the body bared. Often an X-ray 
picture will bring to light such troubles as 
aneurism, bursitis, cervical rib or lesions of 
the spine high up.

Some Examples 
Of Inefficiency. 


But profiteering among individuals in 
Washington is only one chapter of the story. 
he government itself is, perhaps, the most 
lluminating example of the victims. Here 
is an illustration: The government owns 
the Washington market. It gets, under a 
long lease, a rental of $7,500 a year for the 
market. It has just had occasion to rent 
one corner of the same market back for one 
of its small departments, now scattered from 
the Virginia to the Maryland lines, and has 
agreed to a lease from the original lessors, 
of this little corner in the building, at an 
annual rental of $8,000, or $500 more than 
the government receives for the entire 
building. 

Another instance of taking over a garage 
property in the northwestern part of the city 
and converting it into offices, shows a rent- 
al by the government of 50 per cent of the 
appraised valuation of the property as shown 
by the tax assessments. And I want to add 
here that landlords are not altogether to 
blame for these outrageous prices being 
charged the government, because the desk 
working room must be had. 

Many of these transactions illustrate the 
inefficiency of some departmental organiza- 
tions here. It is a fact that young men 
have been commissioned to bureau jobs, 
concerning which they are inexperienced, 
and the work assigned to them is, thérefore, 
inefficiently @xecuted, at a costly price to 
the people of this country, all the people, 
who are paying the bills.

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GEN. SWIFT MAY BE KEPT 
IN THE ACTIVE SERVICE 


Declared His Splendid Record 
Means New Assignment 
After May 11. 


By J. A. Hollomon. 


Washington, March 18. — (Special.) 
The published report that Major General 
Eben Swift will be retired by age limi- 
tation on April 11 is incorrect. The age 
of retirement is one month later, thus 
continuing General Swift in active 
service until May 11, at which time an- 
nouncement will probably be made that 
he will not be permitted to retire. 

The demand for officers of experi- 
ence and ability is such that many of 
those who have made excellent records 
are continued: in the service upon 
reaching the age of retirement. 


Before the war every man automatic- 
ally went out regardless of his ability. 
Today, however, it is different, for 
good men are needed, and General 


Swift’s ability is universally conceded. 
He is now in Europe, having been de- 


tailed to make a careful study of the 
situation of the French and Italian 
fronts. He has remained longer on this 
work than most of the American gen- 
erals who have been sent over there, 
and it is not supposed that this would 
have been done had the war depart- 
ment not kept him there with some- 
thing special in view. Indeed, had the 
war department intended to permit 
General Swift to retire in May it is 
not probable that he would have been 
sent to Europe at all. Undoubtedly, 
therefore, something interesting may 
be expected as regards General Swift's 
assignment after May 11. 


It is said here that Camp Gordon has 
been taken as one of the models of the 
American army cantonments, and, as is 
well known, General Swift, as the first 
general in command there, had much 
to do in giving it such a good start.

The movie men alse point to the fact 
that Birmingham and Chattanooga, 
both smaller cities than Atlanta, have 
open movie shows on Sunday after- 
hoons, and that, with the approval of 
the army chiefs, the Liberty theaters 
at the ‘various: cantonments are being 
opened on Sundays for the entertain- 
ment of the soldiers. . 

The Atlanta War Camp Community 
Service, which is the new name for the 
Atlanta Commission on Training Camp 
Activities, also makes a statement, 
which appears in this issue of The Con- 
stitution, and in which the prominent 
citizens connected with that. organiza- 
tion state clearly their position upon 
the question of Sunday amusements for 
soldiers, saying they favor all clean, 
wholesome amuseménts, but that they 
approve of nothing that violates either 
city or state laws.

Sditor Constitution: have noticed 
the article in the Atlanta papers r- 
cently on the subject of the opening of 
the moving picttire theaters on 
for the benefit of the soldiers—and the 
officers and directors of the Atlanta 
War Camp Community Service, formerly 
Known as the Atlanta Commission on 
Training Camp Activities desire to make 
the following statement of its position 
on this subject: 

The commission was created last 
June at the request of the War De- 
partment Commission on Training Camp 
Activities, of which a ymond 
Fosdick is chairman, made directly to 
Mayor Asa G. Candler for the purpose 
of creating, Seine and promoting 
wholes6me amusement and recreation 
for the soldiers during their stay in the 
city—surrounded by environments that 
were clean, decent and respéctable, 
We know one of our bi st problems 
would confront us on Sunday after- 
noon, when the largest number of sol- 
diers would come to the city. In the 
beginning, we discussed Sunday movies, 
provided they could be operated with- 
mon violation of existing city and state 
aws. 

The situation demanded some proper 
form of Sunday afternoon  entertain- 
ments, and we decided to open up the 
Auditorium with free concerts and 
movies for the benefit of the soldiers 
since it would be contrary to the law o 
the state and city to consider making 
any charge whatsoever, for such enter- 
tainments. 

Our judgment—confirmed by later ex- 
perience—prompted wus to plan the Au- 
ditorium Sunday entertainments for the 
benefit of soldiers and civilians alike, 
for it was most natural that the sol- 
diers desired and required contact with 
the social life of the community, to 
dispell homesickness and the monotony 
of barracks life. 


Entertainments Successful. 


The success of the Sunday afternoon 
entertainments proved the correctness 
of our decision—from 3,000 to 12,000 
people have attended them every Sun- 
day afternoon, of whom frequently from 
three to five thousands are soldiers, 
who either come alone, or with their 
city friends and acquaintances, and en- 
joy the varied program from 2:30 to 
8 p. m. 

At a round-table meeting of our aoc- 
tive workers held Thursday, January 10, 
the committee on church co-operation, 
Mr. W. W. Orr chairman, invited a 
number of ministers to disctiss with us 
the question of a wider co-operation of 
the churches with the work of the com- 
mission. There were present at that 
meeting the following isters: 

Drs. Wilmer, Flinn, Lyons, Memmin- 
ger, Marx, Ashby Jones, Daniels, Lind- 
sey and Father Bellamy, and, although 
not, on the program, the discussion 
turned to the opening of the Sunday 
movies, introdticed by one of the min- 
isters as a medium of soldier enter- 
tainment. 

At that meeting some of the minis- 
ters favored and others opposed Sun- 
day movies, but all agre that the 
Auditorium entertainments on Sunday 
afternoon, free to all who came, were 
proper, necessary. and commendable. 

Mr, V. H. Kriegshaber, president of 
the commission, read a letter from Mr. 
Fosdick, dated July 25, 1917, on the 
subject of Sunday entertainments, 
which is added herewith:
